Several  livspectors  indicate  also  that  a  chaui^^e  is  taking  place 
in  the  chanicter  oi'  the  exaniinatiiMi  papers.  Kor  example,  one 
Inspector  says,  "The  L|uestions  no.,  ask  less  ol'  detinition  and 
more  of  thoui,'hl." 

ij.  In  insp,.'cIoral  tlnisions  where  nnitorm  proiiuuion  ex- 
aminations are  not  held,  the  practice  is  in  every  case  \o  base  the 
promotions  on  the  written  examinatiiMis  cvniducted  bv  the  teaclier; 
but  in  ail  these  schools  the  results  ol'  these  tests  are  modified  by 
the  teacher's  judtj'ment,  or  b_\  the  record  t^f  the  daily  recitations. 
The  tendency  to  base  the  results  ou  a  series  ot  examinations  held 
at  tVequent  intervals  is  on  the  inciease. 

I  ^.  in  sulimittin^'^  the  ^piestions  to  them,  the  inspectors  were 
asked  to  j.jive  their  persvmal  opinions  at  lenj^^th  on  the  subject  oi' 
iiniiorm  written  examinatuins  for  promotion.  These  opinions  are 
valuable,  not  alone  because  they  indicate  the  preferences  of  prac- 
tical men.  but  especially  because  they  are  to  a  Ljreat  extent  the 
measure  ot'  important  forces  at  work  in  shapinj^^  our  Public  School 
svstem,  which  must  be  taken  into  account  in  estimatinjjf  the  direc- 
tion in  which  forwarti  movement  is  to  take  place.  While  the  per- 
som  1  ol"  the  teachiiii^''  st.itV  in  anv  inspectoral  divisii>n  Is  con- 
stantly  chatiL,nnj^,    the    inspector    retains   his    -^osilit^n    for    a    lonj.,'' 
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poriod  ol  yc.-ir^.  Ho  is  usualK  a  iiiaii  ,.|  .-.-iisickTahlf  l.-i^c  ,.r 
ch-ATMWv.  aiKl  his  soltlcJ  p..|ic>  shapis  ilu-  .•diicatioiial  practi^^-  in 
his  ci>iisliHii.-iKv.  Wliile  Ihcri' aro  many  Inspixlors  «h,,  dLvhiiv 
diri.vlly  af;aiiisl  unifmm  o\aiiiiiiati,>ns,'  iho  answers  show  that 
a  lar^'L-  majorily  ,il  Ihoni  aiv  in  favor  of  ihcsi'  lisls.  Si>nK'  of 
Ihfsi.'  opinions  Ihld  oxpn-ssion  as  lollous  : 

"Our  sysliMn  sci-ms  lo  uoik  «\-ll.  \-.wi\  o\pii  r.'n>i-d  loaih- 
ors  say  that  llioy  wonld  not  lik^^  lo  do  wiilioal  It.  Hi  coiirs^.,  i|k' 
Inspectors  ha\cavi.'l,>  pouor  on  all  proinolioiis,  and  l,>ol,  over 
the  answiT  papers  at  llieir  half-yi-arlv  inspection  more  espei  iaIK 
if  they  suspect  that  anylhini;  is'wroiii;  in   evaininini;    the    papers.' 

"There  are  very  few  causes  ol'  dis-  nisfaclion.  A  few 
parents  expect  more  than  their  children  are  alile  to  do,  hut  these 
.are  few." 

•■Tlie  system  li.is  worked  well  here.  .So  far  as  I  know  there 
has  heen  no  lanh  lotind.  fl.ice  or  twice  some  M  the  papers  were 
re^'arded  as  Moo  still.'  hut  that  is  ratiicr  to  he  ommended  llian 
ManieLl." 

"  I  cannot  accept  the  doctrine  that  a  le.iclier  should  in, die  her 
own  prt. motions,  for,  ,is  I'roi  liadle>.  .if  I  larv  ,ird.  states  in  reter- 
ence  to  the  Matriculation  i;\aniiiiatiou.  the  iudu'menl  of  some 
teachers  m,-,y  he  t,ikeu  ,dis.>hitel\ ,  ol  some  others  it  is  so  near  the 
hne  ol  cle.avaK'e  th,at  it  catmot  he  .ucepted  or  reiecled.  while  with 
the  inaiority,  Irom  selfish  interests  and  atlnnisaiid  other  considera- 
tions, ,t  cannot  he  accepted  , it  all.  liesros  that  in  the  l-aslern 
Slates  there  is  a  -eneral  re\  .ilsion  M  leelinL;-  ihou-hl  at;ains.  the 
system  of  promi>tion  on  the  tcicher's  recoinmeudatioii.  Tins 
accords  with  my  experience  in  Tuhlic  Scho.ils." 

"Our  system  has  worked  very  satisf  ictorih  ,  We  would  not 
like  to  ha\e  it  iliscontinueLi." 

"The  system  has  ne\er  heen  discoulinueil  since  il  w.is  lirst 
introduced  hy  me  in  ahont  i,S,Si,  with  the  consent  of  the  hesl  and 
most  experienced  teachers  in  theC'ounl\.  All  onr  icuhers  now 
.say,  and  have  said,  that  they  could  not  -el  on  witlioul  these  uni- 
*orm  IVomotion   ICxaminatiiMis. " 

While  many  Inspector,  express  themselves  in  this  w.iy. 
others  are  decidedly  opposed  to  these  examinations,  as  is  shown 
in  the  lollowin;;  exlr.icls  from  some  ol    the  answers  : 

"We    never   had   and    do    lun    intend    to    have   am    svstem    of 
imilorm  prvunolitni  examinatitai," 

"There  never  was  ;my  snch  svstem  in  mv  Inspectorate,  and 
I  wonid  not  have  one  if  it  were  proposed,  I  do  all  I  possible  can 
to  discourajie    preparation    of    candidates   for   entr.ince   ex.imina- 
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"  Uc  hiid  imiliirrn  pninmliim  cxamin^itlons.  but  alter  trvin); 
tlum  under  LVtry  coiulitimi  \i\- tiMikl  think  nl.  vvc  gavo  tllciii  up 
and  have  hccn  fjlad  ever  since  that  we  did  so.  " 

"  \\  e^  never  had  unilorm  promotion  examinations  in  this 
County.  The  abuse  of  sueh  examinations  in  the  neiffhborinj; 
mspeelorales  (in  maru ,  \(  not  all,  ihey  have  been  discontinued) 
t,'ave  us  a  wholes. >me  lesson.  We  hold  our  teachers  responsible, 
and  il  at  any  lime  these  are  improperly  made  the  fad  is  put  i,i 
the  report  to  the  Trustees,  which  t,'enerally  costs  the  teacher  his 
position.  This  I  have  seldom  to  do.  Trust  .and  assist  vour 
teachers,  as  I  am  s.itisfied  no  uniform  system  for  the  whole 
Province  caTi  be  successfully  manai;ed." 

"The  results  of  a  uniform  written  promotion  examination 
led  to  crammiuj;  and  was  tound  to  be  faulty.  The  good  results, 
il  any.  were  no  compensation  for  the  labor  and  trouble  caused  bv 
Ihem  to  the  teachers  and  inspector." 

It  is  observed  that  while  those  in  favor   of  the  examinations 
are   the  more   numerous,  those  .n.'ainst   them   are  Ihe 
nounced  in  their  opinions. 

J.      The  I-intrance  I'ixamination  : 

The  con.litions  prevailing'  before  the  or};anizalion  of  the 
presenl  Kntr.ince  Kxamin.ition  were  discussed  from  lime  lo  time 
by  the  Inspectors  of  lli^^h  .Schmils  in  their  reports  lo  the  Superin- 
tendent of  ICdiic.ition.  Ihe  followiuf;  extracts  from  the  reports  of 
Rev.  J.  ti.  D.  .\IacKeii/ie,  .M.  .\.,  and  J.  .\.  .\Tcl.ellan,  Esq..  M. 
I.I..H.,  outline  briellv   llie  substance  of  these  reports  : 

"The  examin.ilion  and  admission  of  pupils  is  elementarv 
work,  bul  it  is  a  very  importanl  work.  It  virluallv  decides 
whether  Ihe  i'ublic  School  has  done  its  p.ut,  and  in  whal'condition 
the  Hiffh  School  oukIiI  to  'eceive  those  who  are  to  be  the 
recipients  of  the  hif,'lier  inslrucli.  it  h,is  lo  communicate.  The 
experience  of  years  has  l.ui},'hl  on  this  head  lessons  of  fjreat  value, 
which  our  educational  .lulhorilies  h.ave  not  failed  lo  turn  to  jjood 
account  ;  and  so  distinct  and  positive  has  this  teachini;  been,  that 
there  is  perhaps  no  feature  ot  our  school  system  in  which  we  are 
more  directly  led  to  .safe  and  .sound  conclusions.  The  utter 
meniciency  ol  the  old  lirammar  School  arraiiffements  in  this 
respect,  with  their  low  sl.andard  of  attainment,  and  their  verv 
imperlect  mode  of  examination,  was  so  notorious,  and  Ihe  mischief 
done  to  both  classes  of  schools  so  fjreat,  thai  every  one  was 
brouj,'ht  at  last  <■■  leel  that  the  evil  was  one  that  was  e.atinf,'  the 
very  life  out  of  our  schools.  It  was  felt  th  it  the  stirtinf,'  point 
had  been  fixed  so  deplorably  low.  that  no  jjoal  of  hi(;h  attainment 
would  be  reached  ;  and  that  nothinjj  short  of  a  radical   chany-e   in 
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C(induclin),'  Iho  cx.uniii.iti..ns  l,ir  ;,ilrnissi„n  would  ^;lve  iIk-  cJui-i- 
ipoi,  ot  the  c.ninln.      l',-.,less>,r   ^•,nMl^;^  Mr,.i,j;  sk^'lchcs   left    no 
doubt  as  to  the.  real  state  ol  thii,-s.  and  veiv  su(,'^,'estivo  w.-io  thev 
of  the  sort  ol  eduL-alioiial  ehaos  iiuo  which  the  eoiiiitrv  was  heiii.^ 
hrou^rht  :     ■  Hoys  and   ),'irls   alike,    with    the    merest    sniatlerini;    of 
l-.nfjiish  jirarninar     every  ehlld   supposed   to  have  anv  ehanee   of 
wnti-hn^r  throuj,'h  the  nieshes  ol  the  Inspeetors  esamiiiini-    net 
•Jriven  like  sheep  into  the  (ira.nmar  Sehool,    and  pal  into  l.ati..    in 
order  to  swell  the  roll   ol    tiranirnar    Sehool    pupils,    and    to   entitle

I  he  present  entrance  cx.iniin.ition  to*ik  tiMn^  as  a  rLsull  ol 
the  reciininiendatioiis  made  to  the  Siipcrinten  .ent  ol"  Education 
by  J.  A.  .Mcl.ellan.  1.1..!)..  Inspector  of  lli-h  Schools,  in  his 
exlKinsti\e  report  in  1S7J  o\\  the  ctMidilioiis  and  requirements  o\' 
the  Ont.ario  \\\^h  Schools.  The  lollowiiii,'-  extracts  iVtMii  this 
report  indicate  liilly  the  condituiis  which  made  the  ori^ani/atioii  i>t 
this  examination  a  iiecessii\"  : 

"The  suspension  ol"  the  rei.,'vdations  conccrninL,MlK  aihiiissioti 
ol  pupils  has  proved  very  iniurious  to  the  interests  ol  hi-^her  edu- 
cation. All  experience  has  shown  the  necessity  of  a  change,  both 
in  the  standard  ot  scholarship  prescribed  tor  entrance,  antl  the 
nu'de  ol  conduct inj.;  tlic  examination.  Moys  and  j.jirls  possessing; 
the  merest  snialteritii,'- of  the  elements  of  a  Public  School  education 
'  had  been  driven  like  sheep  "  into  the  nii,'^h  Schools  to  swell  the 
nuniber  iif  pupils  ,ind  increase  the  apportionment  from  the  public 
ttinds.  The  consei-pience  was,  as  all  luspectois  ha\e  reported, 
and  all  indepet>dent  tcstimon>  has  proved,  that  the  elliciency  of  the 
Public  ScluHils  Wits  i^reatly  impaired,  and  main  o\'  the  Mijj^h 
Schools,  l.ir  hom  doin;^  the  work  in  hii^her  l-'ui^lish  and  commer- 
cial subjects,  lor  which  they  were  ilesii^Mied,  and  for  which  tlK'\' 
were  liberally  paid  out  o\  the  public  treasury.  niij,'-ht  be  said  to 
possess  a  '  local  habil.atiiMi  and  a  name.'  but   nothing'  more.

The  examinalioM  as  an  external  end  in  edueatiim.  even  iVtim 
tlie  staiulpoiiii  ol"  the  know  leJi^-^c  i^aineJ,  is  narreiw  ami  one-siJed. 
The  uiii\ersal  experience  i>l"  teachers  i^oes  to  show  tliat  tliere  is 
always  a  tendency  on  the  pari  ol"  students  prepaiiTii4-  •^''''  :*  ^<-"' 
cxarninalion  to  contiiie  Ihei*-  ".eniion  solely  to  ihe  accpiisition  of 
such  read)-niat.le  material  .is  will  he  ot  asvi^i;nue  in  answerinir 
possible  or  probable  L|uestions.  So  lonj,'-  as  this  tendency  is 
marked,  and  the  niind  is  kept  fixed  on  the  particular  reL|uirenu'nls 
of  the  examination,  there  is  no  co--ni/ance  o\  a  world  of  manitold 
facts  to  be  connected  in  '■the  unity  o\  an  inlellii^Mble  order."  and 
no  felt  restrain!  as  these  remain  an  uiiconnecled  whole.  Hence 
there  is  no  ellort  to  establish  e\er  hi_L:her  and  hii,'her  relations  and 
to  enter  into  the  wideiiess  ol'  intellectnal  freedom. 

That  empha^is  on  the  examinations  is  lalal  to  the  development 
i>f  many-sided  inlciesis,  and  is  nt>t  t>perali\e  in  producing;  a  broad 
and  detp  intellectual  life,  is  confirmed  b>  the  ithservatiou  o\  all 
experienced  educators  that  when  ihe  artificial  strain  set  up  b\  the 
etlort  to  pass  the  examination  is  remo\ed  the  subjects  ot  stud\ . 
wliich  share  in  the  distaste  awakened,  are  Ire^iuently  forever  dis- 
continued. 

The  aims  are  narrow  aKo.  in  the  sense  that  thev  are  purelv 
lntellectu.il. 

We  owe  also  to  the  piiilosophers.  to  whom  reference  h;is 
already  been  made,  a  conception  o\  the  involution  of  intellect  and 
will.  They  h.ive  shown  that  tlic  self  is  active  not  :done  in  the  pro- 
cess of  knowledi^e.  that  selt-determination  is  exhibited  inaction  as 
well  as  in  kru>w  ledi^e,  and  th.it  if  the  subject  is  to  realize  wliat  in  his 
ideal  nature  lie  is,  his  self-acti\  ity  must  be  determined  by  the  idea 
o\'  a  universal  moral  law  as  well  as  bv  the  conception  o\'  a  world  oi' 
related  f.icls. 

The  process  by  which  he  builds  up  the  world  iif  his  know  ledi,'-e 
is  but  one  of  the  ways  in  which  the  child  comes  to  self-conscious- 
ness. Me  must  be  rej^arded  noi  ou\\  as  determiiiini^  facts  for 
himself,  hut  also  as  a  self  which  realizes  itself  in  objects,  amonji^ 
which  must  lie  recoj^niized  other  selves  capable  o\  a  like  realiza- 
tion. 

As  a  social  institution,  tlie  schiiol  must  he  concerned  in  the 
solution  of  the  ethical  problems  arisini,^  out  of  these  relations.  It 
niii.st   provide  not  merely  such  material   for  or^'ani/ation  as   will 
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enable  the  L-hikl  tlirinii,'h  his  scir-;i^L\  iiy  t>>  crcatL'  ;tn  inicllii,nltlc 
world,    hut    niust  present    sulIi   :i   so'i.  ,1  i:\.i  nK-iU.    such    forms

Metttodoloi,'y  has 
received  probahty  more  lliaii  its  luM  share  o\  attention,  especiatlv 
alonj^  (.ii'taileii  aiul  rij^^id  linc'^,  in  vtmtemporarv  educational  dis- 
cussions ;  but  it  is  to  indicate  brietly,  as  has  lieen  attempted  in  the 
case  ot  educaliiMial  aims,  what  are  its  lunilamental  problems,  .md 
to  enquire  liow  examination-'  as  specific  ends  in  eihuatitMi  compli- 
cate their  solution. 

Acciirdini,--  ti>  llle  tliciTv  o\'  kno\vledi,'e  adopte*.!,  the  self  as 
"' determining,'' "  niav  be  Llistini;iiislK>d  liul  caiuiol  be  si^'paraleii 
from  the  self  ;is  "  LleU-rminablc."  t'ot  respomlinf^lv  .  melliod  niav 
be  disiiiij^^uished  but  cainu>t  lie  scpar.ilet.!  from  subject-malter. 
The  view  ot  methotl  is  suliicclive.  It  has  special  reference  \o  the 
ways  in  which  tlie  ihinkini;  suliiecl  is  .active  in  ihe  j-irocess  ol 
knowied^a'.  lis  pi-oblems  are,  ttuTefore,  priniaiilv  psv  viuil.<i;ical 
problems.  It  t'ollows  that  method  musi  Ix-  l\isi.d  on  a  siudv  of 
the  conditions  o\'  mental  i^rowlli  in  the  cliikl.  This  is  necess.irv 
th.at  the  teacliei"  m;iv  uoi  "read  in  a  i^ross  utiolesale  wae  lo  the 
child's  exhiliiiions  in  i^rt'ss." 

l'"or  our  purpose  il  will  be  unnecess;irv  ui  culer  inlo  a  minute 
analysis  ot  tiiese  ctintlitions.  psvclioloj^ical  ain.1  phv  sit>Kij^ical,  but 
only  to  note  that  wliich  is  tundamental  am.!  iiecessarv .  This  lias 
already  been  stated  to  be  the  altitude  o\  personal  enquiry,  based 
on  the  conception  of  an  end  to  be  reali/eil.  The  I'undaniental  aim 
oi'  all  method  is  to  preserve  aiul  t«»  tiirect  this  active  eni.|uirin^f 
attitude  in  the  direction  ol'  leaLiinj,-"  the  child  insiinctivelv  to 
respond  to  the  ends  that  .are  of  niosi  worth,  ri^Hitly  to  iudi,^'  and 
select  tlu'se  thai  are  most  valuable,  and  totievelop  practical  power 
for  their  realizati(,>n. 

The  ends  for  whicli  liie  younj^^  cliild  suix^'s  are  practical 
rather  than  theoretical.  When  the  child's  con.itive  tendencies 
become  ditVerentiated  after  the  tirst  ditVusive   movements  o\    child- 
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ot"  problems 


hiKKl,  his  impulses  are  Jireeted  mainly  tmvards  hodilv  mmement 
and  the  satislacticin  of  practical  needs.  His  hrsi  mental  etVorts 
are  connected  directly  with  his  hodilv  activity.  The  development 
and  co-ordination  of  motor  tendeticies  is  accompanied  hy  the 
jtradual  f;ro\vth  in  systematic  complexity  ol"  mental  tendencies. 
In  the  service  of  practical  ends  the  child  shows  a  lendeticy  'o 
co-ordinate  sense-impression  from  ditierent  orjjans,  and  to 'j,'ive 
them  siifnilicance  hy  jjroupiii},'  and  relatijifj  them.  With  the 
development  of  this  tendency  emersjes  the  impulse  to  lorm  imajfcry 
and  to  fjive  motor  expression  to  it,  which  is  followed  in  turn  bv 
the  tendency  to  project  his  im.lf;cry  and  to  strive  for  remote  ends'. 
Thus  theoretical  conations  arise  out  of  the  elFort  to  hrin},'  dis- 
tinctness and  unity  into  the  es  er-iiicrcisin;,'  complexilv  of  experi- 
ence. 

Looked  al  from  the  standpoint  of  the  acc|uisition  of  kno\vledj;e, 
tuo  t\pes  in  the  learninj^  process  nia\   i>e  reco*;ni/ed  : 

1.  I'r.ictical  Type.  Thai  in  which  in  the  pursuit  of  pr.icti- 
cal  ends  the  child  learns  without  any  purpose  or  intention  of 
learin'tii^. 

J.      Theoretical    'I'ype.      That    in    which    iti    the  course  of  his 
experience  the  child  is  hroui,'ht  into  the  consciousiu 
involving;  intellectual  ends  to  be  re.iched. 

Now,  these  are  the  two  phases  of  .all  normal  learn,. it;  ;  and 
the  problem  of  method  that  is,  of  preservinj;  and  direclin-;  the 
enquirinf;  attitute  of  the  child  is  the  problem  of  deterniiTnnj.r|„nv 
the  latter  phase  is  coinected  with  and  may  he  made  to  fjrow  out 
ot'  the  former. 

It  is  just  at  this  point  that  the  examin.ition  .as  an  external  end 
complicates  the  solution,  because  it  tends  to  i,'ive  rise  to  a  third 
type  ol  learnini;,  which  is  a  perversion  or  distortion  of  the  second 
type,  in  which  the  child  is  conscious  not  of  an  end,  either  practical 
or  theoretical,  to  be  re.iched,  but  of  the  fact  th.at  he  is  learninft 
somethiiij,--  or  that  he  is  preparing-  a  task. 

'I  his  substitutes  an  end  in  the  teacher's  mind  for  a  real  end 
which  the  child  is  interested  in  and  which  he  desires  to  realize. 
When  the  material  is,  i:-  this  w  .ly,  made  an  end  in  itself,  it  becomes 
isol.ited  and  the  child  takes  the'  absorbinj;  and  not  the  learning 
attitude.  The  learuiuff  process,  as  a  process  of  self-realization,  is 
the  process  of  creatinfj  rather  than  of  absorbinij  an  experience.  It 
bejfins  with  the  conception  of  an  end  to  be  attained,  and  involves 
the  Iranslormatioii  and  reconstruction  of  past  experiences  with  the 
view  of  adaptiu);  them  to  the  buildinj;  up  of  the  desired  experience. 

The  examination  calls  for  such  a  presentation  of  subject-mat- 
ter as  will  effect  retention  and  insure  reproduction,  while  ration.ii 
method  demands  .i  presentation  that    will   cause   pupils   to   feel   a 
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alway 
or  ic' 


lack  'jf  fulfilniL'nt    in    realization,  and  that    hcnte   will   have  a  ten- 
dency to  keep  iheni  in  the  questioning'^  altilude. 

!  I  seeking;' new  ends  ^rowin^'  out  ot'  old  experience  there  is 
ihe  prof^rcssive  specifications  of  what  was  prcvioitslv  a  more 
indeterminate  whole.  The  mind,  in  its  movement.  he-^'-Jns 
with  an  individual  which  is  at  first  vaj^'ue,  because  witliin  it  particu- 
lar and  j^eneral  are  as  yet  implicit.  In  the  determination  o(  this 
whole,  movement  takes  place  in  two  directions,  towards  the  particu- 
lar and  towards  the  j^'eneral.  These  movements,  if  normal,  are  not 
separated.  The  mi>re  an  element  is  distini,'-uished  and  specllied, 
the  more  it  is  rel.ited  and  dctinitelx  placed  within  the  whole  ;  and 
the  more  determined  the  whole  itself  hecoines,  the  more  it  is  re- 
lated within  a  still  wider  whole.

ACTION    ni-     KXAMINA  I  IONS    ON    CtU  ICSI-;    Ol     Sll*i>\, 


Method  and  subject-matter,  as  we  have  si^en,  cainiot  be  sepa- 
rated. Since  the  child  in  the  process  of  learninj;  is  but  ideiuifvinj^ 
himself  with  the  thouj^'ht  of  the  world,  his  mental  relations  must 
have  a  unity  correlative  with  the  unity  of  the  world  he  thinks. 
.Any  solution  of  the  problem  o\  correlali<m  of  studies  must  take 
into  account  the  subjective  phase,  the  obiective  phase  and  their 
unity 

The  tendency  of  examinations  is  to  overlook  these  relations 
and  to  rei^-'ard  the  departments  4if  the  curriculum  as  so  many  sL'p.i- 
rated  and  isolated  suhjects  of  studv.  In  fact,  in  the  formation  of 
most  courses  of  study  for  examination  purposes,  the  problem  of  a 
scientific  correlation  of  any  kind  is  usually  of  necessitv  ij^iiored. 
The  examination  itself  is  a  specific  test  of  definite  results  to  be 
attained  for  some  external  end.  as  entrance  to  a  collej,^e  or  admis- 
sion to  a  profession.  Tiie  requirements  of  the  special  institutions 
or  priifessions  determine  the  course  of  studw  Kor  example,  ir. 
Ontario  the  Matriculation  examination  of  the  rnivcrsities  i;ives 
character  to  the  curriculum  of  the  Ilij^^h  Schools,  the  requirements 
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of  ttic  Mif^'h  Schools  dLMcrmine  to  a  j^rcat  cMcnl  the  suhitvts  lor 
the  luilraiKC  l%xaniiiiation,  antl  these  in  turn  those  tor  the  lower 
classes  oi'  the  I'ublic  School.  With  us  no  attempt  h;is  ever  been 
made  in  forming  our  courses  ol"  study  tor  the  \  arious  examinations 
'.-  state  or  solve  the  problem  of  correlation. 

The  ciirricuiuiii  for  I'niversitx  Matriculation  is  the  outcome 
o\'  a  conflict.  Tiie  heads  o\'  departments  in  I'niversities  very  tre- 
Lpienily  look  upon  the  requiren  .-iits  mainly  from  the  stan,  p..int  ot 
a  prepaiation  for  their  own  specialties,  whi.'h  they  have  a  tendency 
to  overestimate,  while  they  underestimate  lliose  of  tithers.  1  he 
result  is  that  at  every  chaniL^e  in  thi^  curriculum  there  is  a  war 
amonj,--  the  j^'-iants.  So  tierce  in  late  years  have  these  contlicis 
become  ih;'  societies  o\'  I'niverstty  and  Hij^'h  School  specialists 
h:ive  been  or},'-ani/ed  with  the  express  purpose  oi  advancing  the 
interests  ot'  indi\idual  departments.  Wliile  educational  vahies 
are  estimated  bv  an  indiviiiualistic  standard  tile  solution  oi  the 
problem  of  correlation  is  an  impossibility. 

The  attempt  to  unify  our  examination  systems  by  inakin^  the 
I'niversity  Matriculation  stand  for  other  purposes  than  an  en- 
trance exaTuinatlon  to  the  rni\ersily,  for  esample,  as  a  qualityi;.^ 
examination  lor  admission  to  law.  medicine,  thcoloj^y,  teachin^-^ 
priMession,  etc..  lias  still  further  complicated  matters.  The  one 
examination  is  thus  made  to  toucli  either  directly  or  indirt-ctly  the 
H\es  ol  all  pupils  in  our  scIuh'Is.  The  course  tluis  formed  is  ot 
necessii\'  a  ciimpioniis  ,  in  which  the  uii't>  of  the  world  ot  tacts 
.uid  the  correspondiiii;  unity  and  wholeness  iri  the  child's  de\eK>p- 
ment  are  overlooked. 

Nor  can  the  dilVicuity  be  o\ercoiiie  b\  limitinj,,^  the  number  ol 
s.:biccls  for  this  j,'cneral  examination  and  allowinj.^  teachers  and

.\.>ide  from  the  external  requirements  oi'  institutions,  tne 
examination  in  itseli  has  a  tendency  to  emphasize  unduly  eertaai 
subjects  oi'  study.  .Attention  is  o\'  necessity  directed  to  those 
subjects  and  phases  of  subjects  which  lend  themselves  most 
readily  to  external  assij^nment  and  quantitive  measurement.  The 
examination  has  thus  profoundly  affected  the  work  undertaken  in 
Onlario  Public  ai:d  High  Schools,  especially  in  such  subjects  as 
literature,     historv.     drawing,     and     the    biological    and   physical 
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sciciK'os.  It  has  in;ii,Miitici,l  \\li;it  is  ine».liiitiii.al  aiul  tt-ilinit'al  in

I'reseiil  torees  eannot  he  desiro\ed.  and  lhe\ 
will  eoiuinne  to  tend  lo  produee  nu'tion  alon;^  their  own  lines  ol 
action.  Rut  e\en  it"  sueh  a  ehani^e  were  possible,  it  lould  no! 
iinJer  present  eoiuiilii'ns  but  end  in  disaster. 

The  prc^.MiI  eonditions  are  traeeable  to  a  dereeii\e  iIko  _>  ol 
odueation  baseil  on  an  inat.le(.jnate  lheor\'  ot  know  letli^e.  So  kMii,' 
as  itio.as  were  re^^'art.lei.l  as  atomle  entities,  ami  learninj.,'  as  ilu' 
proeess  ol"  their  trans!"ercnee  or  interaction,  ed  neat  ion  was  o\ 
neces^iu   rei.;ari.leil  as  a  prcces?,  oi    instruction  anil  examination. 
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With  a  more  atlotiuutL'  theory  of  kiunvlcdj^c  i.omes  tlic  wider 
idea  that  the  end  o'  educativni  is  sell-reali/aiioii,  and  tlial  at  eaeh 
sta^'c  it  should  pn  *eed  thiouj^h  the  child's  own  eMorts  in  thi-  re- 
it>nsiriution  o\  its  own  experience  tor  tielinitc  eniK.  In  a  ^a'neral 
way  this  is  aheady  reti>yni/ed  by  the  leaders  ot  edneational 
thouf^hi.  but  ad\anees  will  he  made  sIowl\  in  f,'^eneral  praeliee 
only  as  these  \iews  take  a  deeper  hold  t>n  the  minds  ot'  men.  and 
tlieir  lar-reaehinj^'  eonsequenees  ate  felt  as  well  as  reeoj,Miized.  In 
other  words,  advances  will  be  made  onl_\  as  the  teaeher  and  the 
publie  in  f^'eneral  eome  to  reeo}^niize  and  feel  the  re.sponsibilitv  o\' 
their  relati,>n  to  eaeh  other  and  to  tlie  eliild.
